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Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  the  year  ended  3lst  December,  1963. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
of  the  Urban  District  of  Longridge. 

Mr#  Chairman  and  Members, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the'  Urban  District  of  Longridge  for 
the  year  ended  3 1st  December,  1963. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General's  estimate  the  population 
of  the  District  at  mid  June  19&3  was  4>960  —  an  estimated  increase 
of  130. 

The  number  of  live  births  assignable  to  the  District  was  121 
compared  with  10 6  in  the  year  1962.  This  gives  a  Birth  Rate  of 
24# 4  per  1,000  population  (adjusted  25*9)  a.s  compared  with  figures 
of  18. 2b  and  18. 2  for  England  and  Wales  and  the  County  of  Lancaster 
respectively.  The  Birth  Rate  of  24.4  for  the  District  is  the  highest 
since  1948  when  a  figure  of  25. 1  was  recorded. 

The  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  District  for  the  year  1 963 
was  66  which  is"  8  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  Death  Rate 
was  therefore  13.3  (adjusted  15.8)  for  1,000  population.  The 
national  Death  Rate  was  12.2  and  for  Lancashire  12. 69. 

The  Registrar  General  has  this  year  provided  a  table  showing 
the  causes  of  death  in  age  groups  and  the  table  is  reproduced  on 
page  6  of  the  Report.  From  this  it  mil  be  seen  that  23  of  the 
66  deaths  occurred  in  persons  75  year  of  age  or  over  and  that  a 
further  19  were  between  65  and  75  years  of  age.  These  two  groups 
together  accounted  for  42  of  the  total  deaths.  Comparing  the 
causes  of  death  with  those  of  the  previous  year  there  were,  five 
more  deaths  from  all  forms  of  cancer  including  leukaemia,  three 
of  these  being  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung,  the  same  number  as  in 
1982.  Deaths  from  Vascular  Lesions  of  the  nervous  system  were 
12  being  3  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  Coronary  heart 
disease  accounted  for  10  deaths  which  was  six  fewer.  There  was 
one  death  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  whilst  none  occured  in  the 
previous  year.  One  infant  died  before  reaching  one  year  of  age 
which  is  the  same' as  in  1962.  This  gives  an  Infantile  Mortality 
Rate  of  8.3  per  1,000  live  births  as  compared  with  the  figure 
of  20.9  for  the  Country  as  a  whole.  It  is  pleasing  to  notice  that 
again  there  were  no  deaths  due  to  pregnancy  or  childbirth.  There 
were  four  stillbirths  during  the  past  year  as  compared  with  none 
in  1962. 

Regarding  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  it  is  found 
that  there  were  58  notifications  including  two  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  as  compared  with  29  and  two  in  the  previous  year. 

Of  all  cases  notified  54  were  measles.  Although  no  cases  of 
poliomyelitis  or  diptheria  were  notified  it  is  still  considered 
a  matter  of  vital  importance  that  all  children  should  be  protected 
against  these  diseases  by  vaccination  and  immunisation. 

In  my  last  report  it  was  indicated  that  the  Mass  Radiography 
Unit  was  to  visit  one  of  the  schools  in  the  District  following  the 
occurrence  of  a  case  of  tuberculosis  at  the  school.  This  event 
took  place  early  in  the  year  and  no  other  cases  of  tuberculosis 
were  discovered.  An  early  case  of  the  disease  was  however 
subsequently  discovered  in  a  pupil  who  had  attended  the  school. 

As  part  of  the  County  Council's  propaganda  against  smoking 
a  mobile  team  from  the  Central  Council  of  Health  Education 
visited  one  of  the  schools  in  the  District. 


The  controversial  subject  of  fluoridation  of  water  supplies 
was  considered  by  tho  Committee  during  the  past  year  and  it  was 
decided  that  it  should  be  deferred  until  further  information  bo 
available. 

A  perusal  of  the  Report  will  show  that  the  various  aspects 
of  environmental  hygiene,  including  food  hygieno  continue  to 
receive  attention  and  the  importance  of  this  aspect  of  the  work 
has  been  emphasised  in  recent  months  by  the  outbreaks  of  typhoid 
fever  in  Switzerland  and  in  this  country. 

During  tho  past  year  the  County  Health  Department  carried 
out  a  re- inspection  of  the  District  and  a  comprehensive  report 
was  made  available  to  the  Council, 

In  conclusion  I  must  again  record  my  sincere  thanks  to 
to  Mr,  Page,  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  his  ready  co-operation 
on  all  occasions  and  to  other  officers  and  staff  of  the  Council 
for  their  willing  assistance  when  ever  required. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  tho  Council 
for  their  continual  support  and  encouragement.

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Analysis'  of  Causes  of  Death 

Diseases  of  tho  heart  were  the  largest  single  cause  of  death 
and  numbered  five  less  than  1962. 

Deaths  from  malignant  diseases  were  four  more  than  in  the 
previous  year.  Vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  numbered 
three  more  than  in  1962. 

Infant  Mortality 

There  was  ono  death  of  an  infant  under  one  year  tho  same  as 
the  previous  year.  This  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  8.3  per 
1,000  live  births  as  compared  with  9*4  in  the  previous  year.  The 
ini  ant  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  is  20. 9.

Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951 • 

This  Act  gives  local  authorities  further  powers  to  enable  them 
to  deal  expediently  with  certain  cases  of  persons  in  need  of  care 
and  attention  which  they  are  not  receiving  from  other  people.  Whore 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  another  registered  modical 
practitioner  certify  that,  in  the  case  of  a  person  to  whom  Section 
47  (l)  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948  applies,  it  is  necessary 
in  their  opinion  that  he  should  be  removed  without  delay  from  the 
premises  in  which  he  is  residing,  an  application  for  a  removal 
order  may  be  made  immediately  to  the  appropriate  magistrates.  .  Any 
order  made  under  these  provisions  is  valid  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  three  weeks.

There  arc  a  variety  of  Health  Services  of  the  Lancashire 
County  Council  operated  in  the  area  and  which  are  under  the  control 
of  the  No.  4  Divisional  Health  Committee,  55 f  Victoria  Road, 
Fulwood,  Preston,  telephone  Preston  77263. 


Ambulance  Service 

The  ambulance  needs  for  Longridge  are  supplied  by  the 
service  operated  from  Broughton  House,  Garstang  Road,  which 
deals  with’ most  of  the  area  of  Health  Division  No.  4  north  of 
the  Ribblo,  of  which  Longridge  forms  part.  The  ambulance 
vehicles  are  under  radio  control. 


Home  Nursing  and  Midwifery  Service 

A  team  of  four  nurses  serve  the  Longridge  and  district 
area.  The  duties  of  these  nurses  include  care  of  patients  in 
their  own  homes,  and  they  arrange  for  the  loan  of  nursing 
equipment  in  suitable  cases.  Expectant  mothers  who  are 
confined  at  home  are  also  attended  by  them. 


Home  Help  Service 

Homo  Helps  are  employed  in  Longridge  and  help  a  variety  of 
cases  including  confinements,  sickness,  old  age  and  infirmity  and 
Tuberculosis  cases.  Night  helps  are  also  employed  where  needed. 

Child  Welfare  Centre 

There' is  a  weekly  Child  Welfare  session  held  at  the  School 
Clinic,  26,  Kestor  Lane,  Longridge,  every  Tuesday  afternoon.  A 
doctor  and  Health  Visitor  attend  and  give  advice  on  infant  care 
and  management.  Baby  foods  are  also  sold  at  the  centre. 

School  Medical  301"/! ce 


Medical  and  hygiene  inspections  are  carried  out  at  the  school 
clinic,  26,  Kestor  Lane,  Longridge.  Clinic  sessions  are  held  for 
a  variety  of  treatments  including  minor  ailments,  dental  care  and 
opthalmic  conditions.  The  County  Council  make  special  provisions 
for  residential  schooling  for  various  categories  of  handicapped 
children  such  as  the  blind,  partially  sighted,  deaf  and  dumb, 
epileptics,  delicate  and  backward. 

Convalescent  Care 


In  suitable  cases  arrangements  are  made  for  the  admission  of 
patients  to  convalescent  homes. 

Welfare  Service 


Residential  homes  are  provided  to  accommodate  elderly  and 
infirm  persons  who  have  no  longer  anyone  to  adequately  care  for 
them.  Handicapped  persons  are  also  assisted. 

A  free  chiropody  service  is  available  for  elderly  people, 
registered  handicapped  persons  and  expectant  mothers. 


Proposed  Hostel. 

The  proposal  by  the  No.  4  Health  Division  of  the  County  to 
erect  a  hostel  in  the  Longridge  area  for  aged  persons  is 
progressing.  The  site  has  been  acquired  and  plans  and  specifi¬ 
cations  have  been  prepared.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  work  of 
construction  will  commence  in  the  near  future.

Diphtheria  was  again  absent  from  the  district,  the  last 
notified  case  being  in  1 944- 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Tlie  table  below  shows  that  64  samples  of  raw  milk  were 
submitted  for  examination  for  brucellosis,  eight  failed  tho  Ring 
Test  and  one  failed  the  Culture  Test.  Six  of  the  samples 
failing  tho  Ring  Test  were  from  cows  xHiose  milk  was  tested  prior 
to  introduction  to  a  dairy  herd.  The  two  remaining  samples 
failing  the  Ring  Test  were  from  farms  outside  the  district.

There  is  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  operating  in  the 
district.  The  structural  condition  of  the  premises  are  good  and 
a  good  standard  of  cleanliness  was  maintained.  One  hundred  percent 
inspection  of  all  animals  killed  has  "been  maintained.  For  the 
first  time  no  tuberculosis  was  found  in  the  205  cattlo  and  pigs 
inspected  during  the  year.  The  percentage  of  disease  other  than 
tuberculosis  found  in  the  animals  inspected  was  also  found  to  be 
low,  due  to  the  high  quality  of  the  animals  killed.  In  all  cases 
only  young  animals  in  prime  condition  were  dealt  with. 

During  the  year  145  cattle,  20,  cows,  312  sheep  and  40  pigs 
wore  slaughtered  and  examined.  Ton  cattle,  four  cows,  23  sheep 
and  one  pig  had  some  part  or  organ  condemned.  No  case  of 
Cysticercosis  was  found  therefore  it  was  not  found  necessary  to 
carry  out  rofridgeration  treatment  on  any  carcases. 

As  in  previous  years  the  arrangement  whereby  condemned  meat 
is  voluntarily  surrendered  and  dealt  with  at  a  specialist 
factory  continues  to  operate  satisfactorily. 


FOOD  HYGIENE 

Continual  inspection  of  food  shops  has  been  maintained  through— 
out  the  year  in  an  effort  to  improve  the  conditions  existing.  There 
is  still  room  for  improvement  in  this  field  both  in  the  standard  of 
personal  cleansing  found  amongst  food  handlers  and  in  the  premises 
where  food  preparation  is  being  carried  out. 

In  many  cases  the  age  of  the  premises  creates  difficulties  in 
the  proper  maintaining  of  suitable  surfaces  capable  of  being  cleansed 
and  free  from  defects. 

Lack  of  capital  to  carry  out  the  necessary  improvements  to 
produce  conditions  in  keeping  with  modern  requirements  is  not 
forthcoming.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  smaller  establishments  are 
more  difficult  to  deal  with. 

The  position  of  the  mobile  shop  is  improving,  manufacturers  are 
now  producing  the  necessary  equipment  required  by  the  operation  of 
a  mobile  shop  in  the  way  of  display  cabinets  and  hand  washing  and 
hot  water  storage. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT 


The  amount  of  industrial  pollution  now  existing  has  been 
reduced  considerably  during  the  year,  by  the  installation  of  more 
suitable  plant  and  by  closing  down  of  one  very  old  and  obsolete 
boiler  plant. 

In  the  case  of  a  long  standing  complaint  of  smoko  and  grit, 
improvements  arc  almost  completed  and  a  now  boiler  with  an  increased 
chimney  height  with  a  change  to  oil  firing  is  being  installed. 

This  now  plant  will  obviate  a  source  of  complaint  which  has 
boon  in  being  for  a  long  time. 

No  further  progress  has  been  made  with  regard  to  pollution 
from  domestic  sources. 
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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  water  supply  to  the  Longridge  area  is  the  rosponsibilty 
of  the  Preston  and.  District  Water  Board  and  I  am  grateful  to 
Mr.  J.F.  Bailey,  the  Water  Engineer  and  Manager,  for  supplying 
the  statistics  relating  to  the  water  supplied  to  Longridge.  The 
supply  continues  to  be  an  upland  water  source  collected  from 
Longridge  Fell,  water  being  piped  froni  the  Dilworth  reservoir 
situated  above  the  township.  The  quality  has  been  good  and  no 
complaints  of  tainting  have  boon  received.  No  restrictions  were 
put  on  the  use  of  water,  the  supply  throughout  the  year  being 
plentiful. 

Chemical  and  bacteriological  tests  have  as  in  the  past  been 
carried  out  at  the  laboratory  in  Chapol  Brow,  Longridge,  where 
weekly  tests  and  examinations  are  undertaken  as  a  routine  measure 
throughout  the  year. 

In  the  case  of  the  Longridge  water  supply,  18  bacteriological 
samples  of  treated  water  from  taps  on  consumers’  premises  wore 
taken  and  36  samples  from  intakes  and  reservoirs.  All  the  treated 
water  samples  proved  satisfactory.  Two  chemical  analyses  were 
carried  out  and  were  satisfactory. 

Three  private  water  supplies  were  tested  chemically  and 
bactcriologically,  two  proved  satisfactory  to  both  tests  the 
remainder  failed  the  tests.

The  inspection  of  the  Urban  District  commencing  in  1962  was 
completed  in  1963  and  the  report  submitted  to  tho  County  Public 
Health  and  Housing  Committee  on  the  12th  Juno,  1963. 

Tho  following  general  recommendations  were  mades- 

Wator  Supply 

Tho  water  supply  to  those  houses  not  connected  to  the  public 
mains  should  be  examined  periodically  and  a  regular  routine  of 
sampling  initiated,  both  from  them  and  from  the  public  mains. 

Public  Conveniences 

Tho  abolition  or  replacement  of  tho  public  urinal  in  Higher 
Road  should  be  considered. 

Sanitary  Accommodation 

The  Council  might  consider  the  practicability  of  increasing 
the  rate  of  conversion  of  insanitary  closets  to  fresh  water  closets. 
The  final  elimination  of  waste  water  closets  would  be  a  worth  target. 

Streets  and  Back  Passages 

The  Council  should  continue  their  policy  of  making  up  and 
adopting  unpaved  streets  and  back  passages. 

Housing 

Housing  accommodation  in  the  district  should  bo  kept  under 
review  and  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  under  the  Housing  and 
Public  Health  Acts  taken  to  secure  the  repair,  reconstruction, 
closure  or  demolition  of  dwelling  houses  not  in  all  respects  fit 
for  human  habitation. 

Food  Supplies 

The  regular  inspection  of  all  premises  where  food  is  prepared, 
stored  or  sold  should  bo  continued  in  ordor  to  ensure  tho  implement¬ 
ation  of  the  provisions  of  tho  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 »  and  the 
Regulations  made  thereunder.  Samples  of  ice-cream  should  be  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examinations  as  a  routine  -  particularly  from  tho 
manufacturers  in  tho  district.

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MEW  LEGISLATION 


Nursing  Homos  Act,  1963. 

Tho  Minister  of  Health  is  authorised  to  make  Regulations 
for  the  appropriate  conduct  of  Nursing  Homes  with  regard  to 
.facilities  and  services  to  be  provided  and  for  limiting  the 
number  of  persons  who  may  be  received  into  such  Homes.  The 
Act  came  into  force  on  tho  15th  May,  1963. 

P ublic  Lavatories  (Turnstiles)  Act, _  _19_63«. 

This  Act  makes  it  the  duty  of  local  authorities  to  abolish 
turnstiles  in  public  lavatories  and  sanitary  conveniences  and 
provides  that  every  turnstile  shall  be  removed  not  later  than 
six  months  after  the  passing  of  the  Act,  i.c.  31st  July,  19  3« 
Should  any  local  authority  fail  to  discharge  this  duty  tho 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  is  empowered  to  enforce 

it. 


Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 

Tire  main  object  of  this  Act  is  to  set,  for  the  first  time, 
standards  of  health,  welfare  and  safety  for  employees  in 
offices,  shops  and  railway  premises.  The  standards  set  out 
follow  closely  thoso  laid  down  for  factories  by  tho  Factories 
Act,  1961. 

The  Act  contains  specific  provision  on  cleanliness,  over¬ 
crowding,  temperature,  ventilation  and  lighting;  sanitary 
conveniences,  washing  facilities  and  drinking  watery  clothing 
accommodation,  seats  and  eating  facilities.  All  01 fice 
machinery  likely  to  be  dangerous  is  required  to  be  properly 
fenced  and  young  persons  can  be  prohibited  from  cleaning  certain 
such  machines  except  under  supervision.  First  Aid  facilities 
arc  also  required.  The  Act  also  requires  reasonable  means  of 
escape  from  all  premises  in  case  of  fire  and  certain  promises 
( depending  upon  the  number  of  persons  employed)  are  required 
to  have  a  certificate  from  the  appropriate  Fire  Authority. 

The  Act  received  the  Royal  assent  on  the  31st  July,  1963,  but. 
was  not  brought  into  force  during  that  year.  The  responsibility 
of  enforcing  the  provisions  of  this  Act  is. divided  between  local 
authorities  (including  tho  Fire  Authority)  and  H.M.  Factory 
Inspectorate. 

Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  1_9_63_». 

The  Act  requires  that  no  person  shall  keep  a  Boarding 
Establishment  for  animals  unless  in  possession  of  a  licence 
granted  by  the  local  authority  who  must  bo  satisfied  that  the 
animals  will,  at  all  times,  bo  kept  in  suitable  accommodation 
with  regard  to  construction,  number  of  occupants,  lighting, 
temperature,  ventilation  and  cleanliness.  All  animals  are 
required  to  be  adequately  supplied  with  food,  drink  and  bedding 
material,  adequately  exorcised  and  visited  at  suitable  intervals 
and  all  reasonable  precautions  have  to  be  taken  to  prevent  tho 
spread  of  infectious  or  contageous  diseases. 

Liguid  Egg  (Pasteurisation)  Regulations^.  A9.63.. 

Tho  Regulations  prohibit  the  use. of  liquid  egg  as  an 
ingredient  in  the  preparation  of  food  for  human  consumption 
unless  it  is  shown  to  have  been  pastcurisod  before  use.  An 
alpha-amylase  test  has  been  devised  for  the  purpose  of 
chocking  this  product.  This  docs  not  apply  to  liquid  egg 
which  is  removed  from  tho  shell  on  the  premises  where  the 
food  is  prepared  and  is  either  used  forthwith  or  kept  at  a 
temperature  not  exceeding  50  ^  and  used  within  24  hours. 
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Tho  National  Assistance  (Powers  of  Insp o  c  t  i  on )  ( Amcndra_cntJ_ 
Regulations,  1963* 

These  include  workshops  for  tho  disabled  (tho 
responsibility  for  which  is  now  that  of  tho  Ministry  of  Labour) 
from  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948.  They  also  enable 
officers  of  tho  Ministry  to  inspect  the  arrangements  made  by 
local  authorities  either  directly  or  through  an  agent  who 
provide  meals  or  recreation  for  old  people. 

Tho  Moat  Inspection  Regulations,  1983. 

These  Regulations  require  all  local  authorities  to  make 
suitable  arrangements  for  the  inspection  of  moat  at  slaughter¬ 
houses  within  their  own  area.  These  Regulations  replace  with 
amendments  the  old  1924  Moat  Regulations.  Tho  notice  of 
intention  to  slaughter  was  extended  from  3  hours  to  24  hours 
and  it  was  also  made  an  offence  for  meat  to  bo  removed  from  a 
slaughterhouse  before  it  had  been  inspected  and  passed  as  fit 
for  human  consumption.  All  meat  so  passed  is  now  required  to 
bo  suitably  marked. 

The  Ice  Cream(Hoat  Treatment  etc.)  (Amendment)  Rcgulations^J^Sa. 

These  amend  tho  current  requirements  for  tho  manufacture 
of  ice  cream  by  allowing  tho  addition  ox  sugar  to  sterilised 
or  pasteurised  mixtures  prior  to  freezing. 

Bread  and  Flour  Regulations,  19&3. 

Those  Regulations  control  the  composition,  description 
and  labelling  of  broad  and  flour  and  fix  the  maximum  amount  of 
arsenic  in  reduced  iron  for  use  in  tho  preparation  of  flour. 

Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,.  _12§2a. 

Tho  principle  change  in  these  Regulations  is  that  the 
special  designation  'Tuberculin  Tested'  will  be  replaced  as  from 
tho  1st  October,  1964,  by  tho  word  'untreated1  which  means  that 
the  new  designation  for  ' Tuberculin  Tested  (Farm  Bottled)  will 
be  'Untreated  Farm  Bottled'.  Until  December  1964  a  person^ 
holding  an  appropriate  licence  may  use  tho  words  'Tuberculin 
tested  -  Pasteurised'  as  an  alternative  to  tho  words  'Pasteurised 
Milk' . 

Soft  Drinks  Regulations,  19^3. 

These  alter  the  standards  of  composition  for  soft  drinks 
made  from  citrus  fruits  and  prohibits  pictorial  devices  on 
labels  suggestive  of  fruits  on  flavoured  carbonated  drinks. 
Minimum  sugar  requirements  have  been  increased  and  maximum 
permitted  quantities  of  saccharine  reduced  and  in  tho  latter 
case  must  carry  a  specific  declaration.

Report  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
for  the  year  ended  31 st  December,  1963* 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Smith  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  to  you  my  sixteenth  annual 
report  covering  the  environmental  health  of  the  district  of 
Longridgo  together  with  observations  on  the  many  asx>octs  of  the 
work  carried  out  by  the  health  department. 

The  routine  work  of  the  department  has  boon  carried  out  and 
generally  the  conditions  existing  have  been  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
Where  if  has  been  found  nocessary  to  take  action  for  the  abatement 
of  nuisance  and  the  improvement  of  living  conditions  tho  co-operation 
of  tho  persons  concerned  has  been  obtained  without  tho  necessity  of 
taking  statutory  action  except  in  one  isolated  case. 

The  numbor  of  applications  received  for  standard  grants  is 
fairly  satisfactory.  The  age  of  some  of  the  houses  and  the  general 
lack  of  present  day  amenities  together  with  congestion  of  the 
buildings  create  a  problem.  Some  of  the  properties  are  built  of 
stone  and  are  structurally  sound  though  they  are  upwards  of  100 
years  old.  It  is  difficult  to  educate  the  owners  of  such  properties 
that  a  better  planned  house  would  be  a  bettor  sollution  to  the 
problem. 

Because  the  greatest  numbor  of  privately  owned  houses  are 
owner  occupied  it  is  rare  that  applications  for  standard  grants 
applies  to  a  tenanted  house.  It  will  be  necessary  to  pass 
legislation  boforo  improvements  to  tenanted  houses  will  be 
carried  out  at  a  rate  which  could  bo  considered  satisfactory. 

The  standard  of  hygiene  found  in  the  food  shops  in  tho 
district  is  fair,  though  the  age,  layout  and  smallness  of  the 
premises  make  the  work  of  running  tho  promises  efficiently 
very  difficult. 

The  requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  are  of  such  a 
standard  that  owners  of  unsuitable  promisos  will  have  to  be  made 
aware  of  their  obligations.

HOUSING 

No  demolitions  of  unfit  houses  were  carried  out  during  the 
year.  The  only  houses  left  to  bo  dealt  with  in  the  original 
housing  programme  submitted  to  the  Ministry  are  those  allowed 
to  remain  because  of  the  age  of  the  owner  occupiers. 

It  is  anticipated  that  these  remaining  houses  will  be  dealt 
with  in  the  next  fexf  years. 

Two  unfit  houses  wore  closed  during  the  year  displacing  two 
familios  with  a  total  of  four  persons. 

Thirtyfive  houses  were  remedied  and  made  fit  by  informal 
action  and  co-operation  with  the  owners  concerned. 

Two  applications  were  received  for  discretionary  grants  under 
the  Housing  Act,  1949,  and  were  completed. 

Thirtyono  applications  were  submitted  for  standard  grants 
under  the  Housing  Act,  1950,  twentyseven  were  approved  and  twenty 
were  completed  during  the  year. 

A  notice  under  Section  9  of  "the  Housing  Act  and  not  complied 
with  by  the  owner  has  necessitated  the  work  being  done  by  the 
Local  Authority. 

One  application  for  a  Certificate  of  Disrepair  under  the 
Rent  Act,  1957,  was  received. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


The  position  with  regard  to  rodent  control  work  is 
unchanged,  a  part  time  operator  being  employed  for  the  purpose. 

There  were  no  major  infestations  of  rats  or  mice  found 
during  the  year  and  the  figures  shown  below  are  very  similar  to 
those  of  the  previous  year. 

Domestic  premises  continue  to  be  treated  free,  all  premises 
reported  to  bo  infested  are  investigated  and  if  required  are 
treated  together  with  adjoining  properties  if  necessary. 

It  was  not  found  noGossary  to  carry  out  any  sewer  treatments 
during  the  year,  the  annual  test  bait  revealed  no  takes  at  the 
manholes  tested.  This  is  the  first  all  clear  test  bait  carried 
out  for  the  past  sixteen  years. 

Commercial  promises  and  farms  are  treated  when  requested  by  the 
occupiers  and  charges  are  made  on  a  time  and  material  basis.  No 
contracts  are  entered  into.

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DRAINAGE 


Tho  inspection  and  supervision  of  the  drains  to  new 
properties  and  alterations  to  existing  premises  continues  to 
increase.  Tho  expansion  of  building  development  in  tho 
district  has  increased  this  work  tremendously. 

The  Council's  policy  of  a  dual  drainage  system  is  creating 
problems  of  finding  suitable  outlets  for  tho  top  wator.  It 
will  be  necessary  to  make  special  provision  for  such  drainage 
in  tho  near  future  before  some  areas  can  be  developed  for  building 
purposes. 

There  still  remains  in  the  district  a  number  of  waste  water 
closets  waiting  to  be  converted  into  a  proper  washdown  water 
closet;  It  is  intended  to  publicise  to  such  owners  that  tho 
Council  are  prepared  to  pay  £10  towards  the  cost  of  such  conversions. 

It  is  important  that  tho  remainder  of  these  obsolete  and 
objectionable  pieces  of  insanitary  equipment  arc  removed  as  soon  as 
possible, 

INSPECTION  _  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS, 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  of  tho  517  animals  inspected 
no  animal  was  found  to  bo  suffering  from  tuberculosis.  The  details 
of  the  animals  inspectod  shorn  below  also  reveal  that  very  little  other 
disease  was  found. 

Tho  quality  of  the  beasts  killed  has  been  excellent  and  is 
reflected  in  the  small  number  found  to  be  affected  with  minor 
ailments  and  conditions. 

The  weight  of  the  meat  voluntarily  surrendered  amounted  to  160 
lbs.  and  as  in  the  past  is  disposed  of  by  being  dispatched  to  a 
bonafido  firm  after  a  suitable  colouring  agent  has  boon  sprayed  on  the 
meat.

House  and  Trade  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

No  serious  breakdown  occurred  in  this  service,  a  weekly 
collection  throughout  the  year  was  maintained  together  with  the 
romoval  of  all'  trade  refuse. 

Though  holiday  periods  are  always  a  problem,  the  practise 
of  not  closing  down  for  holidays  and  allowing  staggering  of  holiday 
time  to  take  place  enables  refuse  collection  to  carry  on  continuously. 

The  staff  are  to  be  complimented  on  the  manner  in  which  they 
have  carried  out  their  duties.  Though  there  has  been  a  steady 
increase  of  new  promises  over  the  past  yoars  the  work  is  still 
being  carried  out  by  the  same  number  of  men. 

The  staff  consists  ofs- 

1  Drivor/Loader 
3  Loaders 
1  Tip  Attendant 
1  Part-time  rodent  operator/ 
paper  baler/ handyman. 

1  Spare  bin  man/handyman. 

The  refuse  vehicle  purchased  in  April  1961  is  a  diesel 
10/l2  cubic  yard  capacity  roar  load  fore  and  aft  tipper  and 
to  give  good  service  and  suffered  no  major  breakdown  during 

As  in  the  previous  year  twenty- three  pails  are  collected  and 
emptied  each  Monday  from  remote  areas,  the  contents  of  which  arc 
discharged  into  the  sewerage  systom. 

Refuse  disposal  is  carried  out  at  the  Railway  Quarry  Tip.  The 
tip  accommodates  Hie  refuse  from  Fulwood  Urban  District  Council  in 
addition  the  refuse  from  Longridgo,  and  therefore  caters  for  a 
population  of  25 ,000. 

The  tip  is  controlled  and  maintained  by  a  permanent  tip  man 
who  has  the  aid  of  a  Noathcrill  Diesel  engined  tractor  purchased  in 
the  last  quarter  of  the  year. 

It  has  been  possiblo  to  use  controlled  tipping  methods,  ample 
amounts  of  covering  material  being  available  using  the  quarry 
waste  already  on  the  site. 

During  August  the  tip  suffered  a  fly  infestation  partly  due 
to  accidently  firing  of  the  tip  which  became  deep seated  and  was 
difficult  to  control.  Remedial  measures  satisfactorily  dealt 
with  Hie  problem. 

To  combat,  the  risk  of  fires  a  three  inch  hydrant  main  has 
now  been  laid  to  the  tip  which  together  with  a  mobile  tender  and 
reel  allows  for  prompt  action  to  be  taken.
